TWO BIG GRAPE VINES. 


They 


S pokane Falls, W. T., Aug. 0.—The 
entire business portion of the city, with 
the exception of one mill, was destroyed 
by fire Sunday night. 
The loss will reach 
$14,000,000 .The blaze started in |a lodg- 
ng house on Railway avenue at 5 o’clock 
in the evening and burned until Monday 
morning. 
A large cumber of frame 
buildings and several grain elevators wero 
near the lodging house and soon after tho 
fire broke out they Were ablaze. 
A strong wind was blowing toward the 
city at the time, and the blaze was soon 
beyond the control of the firemen. Tho fire 
leaped from street to street and nothing 
Could bo done but let the flames have their 
own way until they reached the river and 
then endeavor to prevent the fire from 
reaching the buildings on tho opposite 
side. 
Tho flames swept through tho city and 
one business block after another was con­ 
sumed, everything being burned to the 
wator’s edgo. 
Tho fire department was 
Stationed on the other side of the stream 
aud prevented flying embers from setting 
fire to the buildings there. 
Only a few 
dwellings wero destroyed, as the residence 
portion of the city was not visited by the 
fire. 
The W ater Supply Inadequate. 
The water supply proved totally inade­ 
quate, and firemen as well as citizens be­ 
came panic-stricken. 
Several people are 
known to have perished in tho flames and 
several moro wero injured by leaping 
from windows. 
Charles Davis of Chicago, a guest at the 
Arlington house, was awakened by flames 
bursting through the doors of his room in 
the third story. 
He jumptod irora the 
window, was shockingly mangled, and died 
in a few minutes. 
A woman whose name is unknown leaped 
from the second story of tho Pacific hotel 
and was killed. 
Tho fire spread with such astonishing 
rapidity that it is believed many were shut 
off from escape before they were aware of 
their danger. 
By order of the Mayor a dozen large 
buildings wero blown up with giant pow­ 
der, but even this failed to check the 
flames. 
Tho Northern Pacific is probably 
the heaviest loser, tho passenger depot and 
magnificent now freight warehouse being 
destroyed. 
Its loss, including freight 
burned, will roach about $1,000,000. 
All 
provisions and supplies wore burned, and 
there will bo much suffering for several 
days. 
Appeals for help have been sent 
out, and Portland, Seattle, Tacoma, and 
several neighboring towns have already 
responded. 
Sketcli of the Stricken City. 
Tho disaster is undoubtedly far more 
serious than that which overtook Seattle, 
both on account of its great extent and 
the moro substantial character of tho 
burned buildings. 
No account of losses 
has yet been received. The Western Union 
ofllco was burned out and all instruments 
except one, which an operator is now 
working on a dry goods box just outside 
tho city, were destroyed. 
All the flour 
and lumber mills were saved. 
Spokane was one of the most prominent 
of tho many new cities in the infant State 
of Washington. 
Situated on the line of 
the Northern Pacific railroad close to the 
Coeur d’Alene mining region, the city has 
been the site for many largo industrial es­ 
tablishments, such os smelters aud kindred 
enterprises. 
Expensive public edifices 
had also been recently erected, and tho 
population 
was easily supporting two 
prosperous daily papers. 
Tho business district of Spokane was in 
a strip between tho Northern Pacific rail­ 
road tracks and tho Spokane river. 
This 
strip was fivo squares across, and extended 
about seven squares in length. 
It was 
solidly built up with brick 
and stone 
structures, 
the cost of 
which varied 
from 
$25, OOO 
to 
$125,000. 
Ten 
banking 
houses, 
fivo 
hotels, tho opera 
house, and many wholsalo establishments 
doing business estimated at half a million 
dollars each, were situated within the dis­ 
trict described. 
The estimate of a $30,- 
000,000 loss is believed to bo exagger­ 
ated. 
Half that amount is thought to be 
nearer the actual figure, assuming that tho 
reported complete destruction of tho city 
is correct. 
The population of Spokane is about 
20,000. 
Tho city possessed an excellent 
w ater works, modeled after the 
Holly 
system, 
with a capacity of 9,000,000 
gallons. 
There wero no fire engines, but 
by tho system In use five or six good- 
si/.ed streams of water could bo concen­ 
trated upon any block in case of fire. 
Tho fire department was a volunteer one. 
As to insurance the best information here 
is that no large amounts were carried. 
Buildings that cost $30,000 to $40,000 are 
known to have had but $9,000 to $10,000 
insurance. 
Course of the Flam es. 
The fire started at 7 o’clock p. rn. in a 
lodging house on Railroad avenue. 
The 
fire department was on the scone quickly, 
but owing to a lack of water the fire spread 
to an adjoining frame building, and was 
soon beyond control. 
The flames jumped 
across tho street to the Russ house and 
Pacific hotel. 
By this time a strong wind 
sprung up, and it was evident the city was 
doomed. 
The fire spread with fearful 
rapidity and tho firemen were powerless. 
An attempt was made to check the fire by 
blowing up buildings in its path, but it was 
useless. 
From the Pacific hotel the fire 
jumped across First street to the frame 
buildings in the next block. 
Soon it 
reached tho heart of the city. 
A block of 
two-story brick buildings on Riverside 
avenue next went. 
From here the fire was 
communicated to the magnificent Hyde 
block, a four-story building, taking in the 
wild • block between Mills and Howard 
streets on Riverside avenue. 
The fire 
leaped across Howard street, and in a few 
minutes the block between Howard and 
Stev us streets was reduced to ashes. 
The 
next to succumb was the large Tull block. 
The Postoffice Swept Away. 
I ro il there the fire swept the solid block 
cf f mr - tory brick buildings, including the 
pore office, between Stevens and Washing­ 
ton streets, aud hero burned out from lack 
of material.

One B usiness‘Block Left. 
By this time, in tho short space of three 
hours, tho fire had consumed everything in 
its path, reducing to ashes tho entire busi­ 
ness portion of the once beautiful city.

Crescent building, which was saved by 
tearing 
down 
intervening 
buildings. 
Owing to the rapidity with which it spread 
y scarcely anything was sAved. Provisions 
are scarce and Will last only a short tiino. 
Tho city council mot this morning and 
appointed a committee oh reliof.

Tho contention between tho two legis­ 
lative bodier io Rhode Iclatd oter the 
features of the Lew liquor law has been 
settled by a compromise. 
By the terms 
of the new bill, the license fees of whole­ 
salers are fixed at $500 to $1,600, and 
those of retailers from $200 to $400.

Naval Officers Laughing at the R ush’s 
One Man Prize Crew. 


W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 0.—Instead of an 
outburst of popular indignation ovefr the 
action of tho skipper of tho Black Dia­ 
mond in recapturing his ship from the 
American prizo crow of one man, tho u t­ 
most amusement wns created in all tho 
departments at Washington by the report. 
Tho State department officials were abso­ 
lutely non-committal. 
They had received 
no official information of tho matter and 
therefore would not express any opinion. 
Tho revenue marine service, to which the 
Rush belongs, is under the control of tho 
Treasury department, and tho department 
people find themselves with a now problem 
on hand and were not prepared to render 
judgment. 
At the Navy Department officers and 
officials did not hesitate to express them­ 
selves very freely on tho course taken by 
the Rush’s commander. 
They said that 
he could not excuse himself for placing 
one man in chargo of the captured vessel, 
and that tho Bridisher 
had shrewdly 
Drought the whole controversy to a point 
whero a decision must bo Tendered at once. 
The United States may claim the owner 
ship of tho Black Diamond and may pre­ 
fer charges of kidnaping and larceny 
against hor commander, but this would 
open up the whole question as to tho right 
of the United States to assume exclusive 
control over 
Behring sea, and would 
perhaps fclead to the settlement of tho 
trouble. 
Nobody hero believes that tho United 
States can again take tho Black Diamond 
peacefully. 
She will have to bo recap­ 
tured red handed in order that this country 
may maintain a case against her, and if 
negotiations for tho settlement of tho 
various disputes between Canada and tho 
United States aro pot speedily entered, 
into It will bo necessary for this govern­ 
ment to enter into proceedings against some 
international tribunal to test the right to 
emand from the qutuorities of British 
lumbia tho restoration of tho vessel to 
tho custody of tho United §tatos.

Chiefs Gall and Grass Affix Their Names 
to the Treaty Opening the Reservation. 
S t a n d in g R o c k A g e n c y , Dak., Aug. 0. 
—Contrary to expectations, Chief Gall aud 
his followers signed in a body to-day, and 
at last the requisite number Of signatures 
for the opening o f the groat Sioux reserva­ 
tion to settlement have been secured. 
Chiefs Gall and Crass held a conference 
aud notified their followers that they 
might better sign and get pay for their 
land than allow the government to take it 
for nothing. 
When Chief Gall touched 
the pen a shout went up from 6,300 In­ 
dians at tho agency, Sitting Bull and his 
band of Uncapapas alone remaining silent. 
The commissioners will probably return to 
Bismarck to-morrow, and return to the 
East as soon asjpossible to prepare their 
report. 
Already hundreds o f b o o m ers 
have 
encamped on the edge 
o f the 
reservation waiting for tho w o rd to cross 
tho line and stake claims, and telegrams 
aie being received from all parts of the 
country that reinforcements aro co m ing. 
The rush will bo greater than that into 
Oklahomans the reservation is a veritable 
promised land and tho garden spot o f tho 
West. 
The successful work of the commis­ 
sion is largely due to the personal influence 
of Gen. Crook with the Indians, and is the 
greatest triumph of the kind ever achieved. 


Assessments In Iowa. 
D e s M o in e s, Iowa, Aug. 6 .— Tho State 
board of equalization has practically fin­ 
ished its labors. 
The report, with Polk 
and Woodbury counties incomplete, shows

Senate committee on irrigation addressed 
the convention Monday. Senators Stewart 
and 
Reagan and Maj. Powell spoke. 
Senators Reagan and Stewart, speaking 
on tho silver question, inadvertently re­ 
ferred to tho war debt.

O l y m p ia , W. T., Aug. 6.—The consti­ 
tutional convention sent a message of con­ 
dolence to tho people of Spokane Falls. 
Tho convention adopted an article coding 
jurisdiction to tho United States for ail 
military and naval reservations, and the 
article prohibiting the manufacture and 
{(So of intoxicants, which is to be submit­ 
ted to a vote of the people as a separate 
proposition. 
Section 21 of the article on 
corporations, establishing a railroad com­ 
mission, was defeated, although power was 
given the Legislature to create one if de­ 
sired. 
Monopolies and trusts are defined 
and strongly forbidden. 
The committee 
on amendments reported that amendments 
to tho constitution shall be adopted when 
passed by a two-thirds vote of the Legisla­ 
ture and ratified by a majority vote of the 
people. 
The 
revenue committee’s re­ 
port limits State taxation to 3 mills 
on the dollar. 
Tho amount of a mortgage 
on property is to be taken from its 
assessed value. 
The Legislative committee 
reported that tho Lower House shall have 
not less than sixty-three nor more than 
ninety-nine members and the Senate from 
one-half to two-thirds that number. Aliens 
are forbidden to hold property but mines, 
and corporations tho majority of whose 
stock is held by aliens come under the same 
proscription. 
Convict labor, except on

MURDER AT A PICNIC. 


Liverpool, 
Aug. 
G.—At 
to-day's 
session of the trial of Mrs. Maybrick for 
the murder of her husband, Dr. McNamara, 
ex-president of the Irish College of Sur­ 
geons, testified that in his opinion Mf. 
Maybrick s death was due to gastroenter­ 
itis and not to arsenic. 
Dr. Paul of Liver­ 
pool, examiner in the Vic toria university, 
declared that it would take mouths to elimi­ 
nate arsenic from tho system if the drug 
were taken more than twice. 
He also 
thought tho symptoms in the casa of Mr, 
Maybrick similar to those of gastroenter­ 
itis. 
Mr. Poole, ex-Mayor of Liverpool, testi­ 
fied that in March last Mr. Maybrick had 
said that he habitually took poisonous 
medicines. 
This concluded the evidence, 
and Mtsl Maybrick then read her state­ 
ment. 
In this she explained the presence 
of fly papers in tho house by Saying th at 
■he had bought them for use aa cosmetics. 
For many years 6he had used a cosmetic 
which contained arsenic. 
She had lost the 
prescription, and wishing to make & ebb* 
stitute she had soaked the fly papers in 
elder flower w ater and lavender w atef And 
had covered tho vessel holding the m ixture 
with a plate and a towel to exclude the alf# 
Continuing, Mrs. Maybrick said: “Oft 
the night of May 9, after the nurse In at* 
tendance upon my husl>and had given him 
some meat juice, I went and sat by his bed, 
He complained of being very sick and 
depressed and implored me to give bim a 
powder. 
E arly in the day he had made a 
similar request, and I had declined to ad­ 
minister tho powder. 
But that evening I 
was over wrought, terribly anxious and 
miserably 
unhappy. 
His 
distress un­ 
nerved me, and as he said 
th at the 
powder 
was 
harmless, 
and 
I could 
p a t it In his food, I consented to mix 
it with somo meat juice, which I gave to 
him. 
After taking it, deceased fell asleep 
and appeared better on awakening. 
I 
was not anxious to administer the powder. 
Afterward I placed the bottle containing 
the meat juice on the washstand, whore it 
rem ained until Michael Maybrick, my 
brother-in-law, took possession of It. 
“ The day before my husband died I 
made a full confession to him of a fearful 
wrong I had done him, and received his 
forgiveness. ’ ’ 
This statement caused a sensation in tho 
courtroom . 


CRONIN’S SLAYERS. 


Judge Horton Decides that the Men Iad­ 
dicted Must Ho Tried Together. 
Chicago, Aug. C.—The great trial of 
the men Accused of the murder of Dr. 
Cronin will begin Monday, Aug. 26, nnless 
some unforseen circumstances shall make 
a change of date necessary. 
This was decided on by the State’s attor­ 
ney and the lawyers engaged for the de­ 
fense of the alleged conspirators in Judge 
McConnell’s oourt this morning, where the 
cases had been sent by Judge Horton on 
P. O’Sullivan’s motion for a change of 
venue. The attempt of the defense to break 
the solid front of the prosecution by secur­ 
ing a change of venue to t O’Sullivan 
only, and thus obtaining a 
separate 
trial, failed completely, Judge Horton 
sending all the cases together from his 
court to Judge McConnell’s. 
Had O’Sul­ 
livan’s tactics prevailed they would un­ 
doubtedly have been followed by each of 
the other defendants in succession, and thq 
proof of the murderous conspiracy would 
have been rendered very difficult for the 
State’s Attorney.

During the entire journey from Winnipeg 
the most vigilant precautions were taken 
against Intrusion upon the prisoner.

St. Paul the trip was made in a sleeping 
car, Burke occupying the state room, the 
officers taking turns in acting as guards. 
When St. Paul was reached the prisoner 
was transferred to the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul train. 
No one but tho officers wero allowed to 
the car; the blinds were drawn and news­ 
papers were tacked over the doors.

Paul detectives were engaged, and 
two stood on each platform during the 
rest of tho journey. 
When the train reached Canal and Kln- 
zie streets it came almost to a stop.

F a ir C ircassian W om en S till Sold 
Supply T urkish H arem s. 
Alme. 
Fascbkoff, 
who has 
recently 
Visited the old city of Sinope on tho north­ 
ern coast of Asia Minor, found there, says 
the New York Sun, a few wealthy Turks, 
the inmates of whose households,{she says, 
are beautiful women of Circassia. 
These 
favorites of tho. harem are attended not 
only by black slaves of both sexes from 
tho Soudan but also by older and less 
comely women from their own country. 
All are slaves bought for trade goods or 
cash, the more fortunate among them to 
live in luxury aud idleness and tho others 
to perform tho menial services of tho 
household. 
In spito of Russia’s repeated prohibi­ 
tions of tho white slavo trado of Circassia 
it still seems to flourish. 
Somo years ago 
It was reported that there was such a glut 
In tho Circassian slave girl market In 
Constantinople that prices 
had fallen 
about three fourths. 
Mme. Posehkoff has 
Iven some attention to tho means by 
hich the supply of white slaves is m ain­ 
tained. 
The trade would probably ceaso entirely 
were it not that it is the highest ambition 
of many a fair Circassian to become an in­ 
m ate of some luxurious harem. 
Thoro is 
among tho Circassians an unwritten law 
that no girl shall bo sold without hor con­ 
sent, and tho fact is that many of them 
are eager to bo sold, and so their fathers 
do not hesitate long to accept any tempt­ 
ing offer which the agents from tho slave 
marts may make. 
As Russian subjects Circassian girls have 
no trouble in journeying undor tho escort 
of their purchasers to Batoum, tho Black 
sea port of the Caucasus. 
Only oho to 
throo are taken there at a timo by an 
agent, and, if need be, they can assume 
to be members of his family. 
In the 
harem of some important Mohammedan at 
Batoum, tho destination of tho girls is de­ 
cided, and in very small parties they are 
taken to one or another market in the 
dominions of Turkey. 
It has been a part 
of tho policy of Russia to profess respect 
for tho usages of her Mohammedan sub­ 
jects. 
No surveillance worth mentioning 
is maintained by Russia over tho thous­ 
ands of harems among the Mohammedans 
of that vast ompire. 
It is therefore easy 
at Batoum to negotiate for tho purchase 
and sale of these girls; and so long as tho 
trade is quietly conducted Russian officials 
seem to wink at violations of law of which 
they can not be * ignorant, and thus tho 
harems of Turkey are still supplied with 
their chief ornaments.

Out of a cla.-s of 4;i8 graduating at Michi­ 
gan university the highest honors were 
taken by Yiejere Ono, a Japanese. 
England has over $1,000,000 invested in 
the manufacture 
of idols for heathen 
countries, 
and yet the churches of that 
country are continually calling for more 
money and more missionaries to suppress 
idolatry. 
The discontinuance of Sunday trains on 
tho Michigan Central railroad has taken 
549 mon from service on that day, and tho 
restful influence and results following tho 
order are welcomed by a variety of work­ 
ingmen and their families. 
The congress of Roman Catholic laymen 
to be held in Baltimore next November is 
geneially commented on as evidence that 
the church of Homo is not ignorant nor 
indifferent to the rapidly increasing inter­ 
est and influence of laymon in church 
work. 
U nity notes the spread of liberalism in 
Spain: 
“ Only twenty years since Pro­ 
testantism has been tolerated in Spain. 
Now tho Protestants have IOO places of 
worship, from a chapel down to a room, 
with 9,000 persons in the congregations all 
told. 
Tho most prosperous native societies 
are in Madrid, Barcelona, and Seville.” 
Tho tendency toward greater freedom in 
tho Episcopal branch of the church is in­ 
dicated by the passage of a resolution at 
tho recent diocesan convention in New 
Haven, Conn., asking the general conven­ 
tion to allow dioceses to vote by churches 
and parishes instead of as wholes, and 
allowing deputies to vote individually or 
by orders as clergy or laity. 
“England and America,” says tho Pres­ 
byterian, “stand together in giving a 
grand testimony to the sacredness of the 
Sabbath day. 
They refuse to exhibit their 
wares in tho great Parisian exhibition on 
Sunday. 
Tho people of Paris, of course, 
mutter and complain. 
But the standard 
has I eon lifted and there are no signs that 
it will bo lowered because the ploosure- 
loving and irreligious crowds of sightseers 
w ish God’s laws to be disregarded. 
In spite of tho decision of the Queen’s 
Bench in tho S t Paul*s reredos case and 
tho trial of the bishop of Lincoln, the signs 
are that tile main tendency of the Church 
of England is along the lino of the “ Cath­ 
olic revival.” 
According to the new issue 
of “ Mackeson’s Guide” there is nu increase 
of twenty-two in the number of churches 
whero vest.nents are worn, of eight whero 
incense is used, of fifty-llvo in those which 
use altar lights, and of ninety-two where 
tho eastward position is adopted. 
Lastly, 
there is a decrease by seventeen churches 
with an evening celebration of the eucha­ 
rist. 
Tho Catholic Review, though for high 
license, thinks “ tho prohibition madness 
almost justified” by the liquor evil. 
It 
also argues with Protestant papers: “ It is 
not good reasoning to say that a belief is 
false because it can not be understood, 
although this seems to Ii* the common 
way of reasoning on such matters. 
The 
Independent and Churchman denounce as 
suj erstitious tho faith in devotions which 
undoubtedly would be pronounced by an 
Intelligent Buddhist much more natural 
and easy to believe than the experimental 
religion of the one or the supposed aposto­ 
lic succession of tho other. 
The real 
difficulty is for Protestants 
to believe 
anything at all.” 
James Russell Lowell says: 
“ When tho 
microscopic search of skepticism has turned 
its attention to human society and found a 
planet ten miles squaro where a decent 
man can livo in decency, comfort, and se­ 
curity, supporting and educating his chil­ 
dren, unspoiled and unpolluted, 
mauhood 
respected, womanhood honored, 
and hu­ 
man life held in duo regard—when skep­ 
tics can find such a place ten miles squaro 
on this glol»e, where tho gospel of Christ 
has not gone and cleared tho way and laid 
the foundations, 
and made decency and 
security possible, it will then be in order 
for tho skeptical literati to move thither 
and then ventilate their views. ” 
Tho Rev. William Henry Beecher, tho 
oldest son of the distinguished Beecher 
family, died Juno 2J, aged 87 years and 6 
months. 
Both Jan. 15, 1802, at East 
Hampton, Long Island, he studied theolo­ 
gy with his father, tho celebrated Lyman 
Beecher, and at Andover Theological sem­ 
inary. 
Ordained in Boston in 1830 ho 
served the churches in Newport, R. I., and 
Middletown. 
Ho came west in 1889, in 
response to an appeal from the American 
Home Missionary society for laborers, and 
preached at Putnam, Chillicothe, Toledo, 
and among tho feebler churches of the 
western reserve. 
In 18.)7 he returned to 
New England and held various pastorates 
in Massachusetts until 18T0, when ho came 
to reside with hi- children in Chicago. 
Ho 
was a noted abolitionist, devoted to the 
temperance cause, and took a deep inter­ 
est in tho political movements of tho day.

FOOTGEAR OF NATIONS. 


Tho Egyptians had shoes or sandals 
made ordinarily of leather, but sometimes 
of palm leaves or papyrus. 
Chinese persons of rank wear boots with 
thick soles and logs of fine cloth or silk 
that reach half way up to the knee. 
Tile Japanese in their houses wear light 
shoes or slippers, with woven soles without 
heels, or elso go in their stocking feet. 
Wooden shoes, or sabots, are worn now 
among tho peasants in many countries in 
Europe. 
Their advantage is in their 
cheapness aud duration. 
Among the Southern Indians, where no 
protection is needed from tho cold, a shoo 
is mado consisting simply of a sole of thick 
hido hound on tho feet by thongs. 
There aro a variety of boots and shoes 
used in China. 
Tho common shoe is mado 
of thick, heavy felt, with a still thicker 
solo made of woven straw or layers of 
fe lt

The phenomena of a cloud-burst, which 
can only occur in a tornado or whirlwind, 
are not generally understood. 
Tho , whirl­ 
wind in which it is is not a broad and shal­ 
low disk but a tall, columnar mass of 
rotating air, similar to that in which the 
A tlantic waterspout or the pillar-like dust 
storm of India is generated. 
Whilo this 
traveling aerial pillar, perhaps a fow hun­ 
dred yards in diameter, is rapidly 
gyrat 
ing, the centrifugal force acts as a barrier 
to prevent the flow of external air from all 
sides into its interior except at or near tho 
base of tho pillar. 
There friction with the 
earth retards tho gyrations and allows the 
air to rush in below and escape upward 
through tho flue-like Interior as powerful 
ascending currents. 
The phenomenon, however, will not i»e 
attended by terrific floods unless the at­ 
mosphere 19 densely stored 
with water 
vapor. 
When such is the case the violent 
ascending currents suddenly lift tho vapors 
above the level at which they wero pre­ 
viously floating and hurl them aloft into 
rarefied and cold regions of tho atmos­ 
phere, where the vapor is instantly con­ 
densed Into many tons of water. 
Could 
the water fall as fast as condensed it 
would bo com paratively 
harmless. 
But 
tho continuous uprushing currents support 
this mass of water at the high love! aud a* 
theso vast volumes of vapor rising aro 
condensed they acid to that already accumu­ 
lated thousands of feet above the earth’s 
surface—making, so to speak, a lake in 
high air. 
As the whirlwind 
weakens or passes 
from beneath this vast ho ly of water, 
which its ascending currents have gener­ 
ated and upheld in tho upper story of the 
atmosphere, the aqueous mass, no longer 
supported, 
drops 
with 
ever-increasing 
gravitational force to the earth. 
In some 
cloudbursts the water does not fall as rain, 
but in sheets and streams, sometimes un­ 
broken for many seconds. 
The cloudburst

THE VACA VALLEY. 
The impression here prevails that tho 
California fruits are grown in the south­ 
ern portion of the state only. The most 
extensive orchards, the greatest variety, 
the greatest quantity, and the beA in 
quality, of fruits, are grown in northern 
California. Orchards of 500 acres, in the 
Vaca Valley, are common; there are some 
of 1,000 acres. 
The Vaca valley is within the great Sac- 
ramenta valley which extends from the 
coast range to the Rockies. 
As a fruit 
region this valley is developing ani com­ 
ing into prominence rapidly. Mr. Hatch 
of Suisun, who has the most extensive 
fruit orchard on this continent, was 
pioneer in this valley of fruit, twenty 
years ago. 
Mrs. E . P . Buckingham, who resided 
in Janesville years ago, lives and bes 
a 
thousand 
acres 
in 
the 
Va J 
valley, known 
as Lagumta} ranche 
All tho grains and nearly all of the fruit 
now in oar markets are grown in this 
I valley without irrigation. 
Fruits are 
dried on aprons, spread out by the acre 
in the open air. A r an che of forty acres 
which is abont the average siz°*, allows 
the growing of all the grain and fodder 
needed for an ordinary family, and 
twenty acres for orchards. 
The picking 
commences with cherries in April, con 
tinning about a month. 
The variety 
of apricots, peaches, apples, and figs, are 
picked continually (from April to No 
vember. Altogether the fruit harvest 
lasts about six months; cherries first and 
grapes last. Grapes often last nntil Jan­ 
uary. 
One hundred dollars is a low price for 
the fruit of an acre, when an orchard 
matured. Mary kinds produce the third 
year, to pay all expeLits, after setting. 
We have just eaten peaches grown and 
packed for the market, by Mrs, E . P 
Buckingham, who is now a shipper of 
fruit of many kinds, by cnr load. The 
peaches are brilliant, delicious and bardy 
Lagunita ranch, is sixty miles north of 
San Francisco.

E, M. Hyzer, Esq., did not favor the 
plan of asking for individual subecrip.

It looked too much like one per­ 
son giving to another, and many people 
did not take kindly to it. He favored 
the organization of • joint stock com­ 
pany and letting whatever a person sub­ 
scribed go in as that mach stock in the 
new building. 
If the stock paid any­ 
thing they would then be entitled to 
such a per cent jot the profits as their 
stock represented, and if there was a loss 
the stock would be assessable.

thought that would give better satisfac­ 
tion than soliciting individual subscrip­ 
tions. He thought it a shame that a city 
of twelve thousand people and no open 
house fit to play first-class attraction*. 
He would freely state he would not git e 
a dollar as an individual subscription. 
Mr. A. L. Kavalege though the Mycr 
estate had furnished the city with an 
opera bouse about long^enough. There 
was no money in it for them andj be 
thought the people ought to subscribe 
towards building a new one. 
On motion of George M. McKey a 
committee of five consisting of Madera*

A firm in Germany is now manufactur­ 
ing steel fly-wheels capable of double and 
even treble the speed of fly-wheels made of 
cast iron, tho resistance of which 13 gener­ 
ally limited to a speed of forty meters per 
second for the rim of the w heel 
The nave 
and spokes are constructed of ironjor steel, 
and a rim is made entirely of steel wire 
wound round itself a great many times. 
B y a new method of cementing Iron the 
parts cemented are so effectually joined 
as to resist the blows even of a sledge 
hammer. 
The cement is composed 
of 
equal parts of sulphur and white lead, 
with a proportion of about one-sixth of 
borax. 
When tho com position is to be 
applied it is wet with strong sulphuric 
acid and a thin layer of it is placed be­ 
tween the two pieces of iron, which are at 
once pressed together, c In five days it will 
be perfectly ary, all traces of tho cement 
having vanished, and the work having 
every appearance of welding. 
A singular device has been submitted to 
the Royal society of Edinburg, Scotland. 
It consists of a dust-counting apparatus, 
by which its inventor is able to count 88,- 
346,000 dust particles in a cubic inch of 
space near the ceiling of a room, and 
489,000,000 in the same space of the gas 
from a Bunsen flame. 
There are, there­ 
fore, as many dust particles in a cubic 
inch of tho air of a room at night, whm 
the gas is burning, as there aro inhabitants 
in Great Britain, and in three cubic inches 
of the gas from the Bunsen flame there are 
as many particles as there are inhabitants 
in the world. 
Thousands of people to whom at certain 
periods of the year life is rendered a bur­ 
den by tho pertinacious mosquito will 
doubtless be grateful for the information 
that this enemy of sleep and quiet can be 
completely vanquished by the adoption of 
a simple plan. 
Take of gum of camphor 
a piece about one third the size of a hen's 
egg and evaporate it by placing it in a tin 
vessel and holding it over a lamp, taking 
care that it does not ignite. 
The smoke 
w ill soon fill the room and expel the mos­ 
quitoes, and they w ill not 
return eveh 
though the window should be left open all 
night. 
An ingenious apparatus for signaling in 
hansom cabs has been patented in Eng 
land. 
It consists of an Index plate, on 
which are the words “stop le ft,” “ turn 
le ft,” “ go ahead,” 
“turn right,” and 
“stop right” fixed inside the vehicle, and 
by i turning the pointer to either one of 
these a bell rings and works a similar in­ 
dicator placed at the back of the lamps. 
It is claimed for this device that it is sim­ 
ple, easy worked and self-adjusting, and 
that it enables instructions to ba conveyed 
to the driver with the greatest facility. It 
it adaptable to old or new lamps.
